SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting our annual report to the citizens of Henniker, 
we wish to call your attention to a few of the following items 
found in our report, one of which is for money borrowed. You 
are well aware that every dollar of your surplus reported last 
year was appropriated, and only one dollar raised to defray 
town charges, many of which we were called on to pay before 
we could collect any of the tax or receive a cent from any other 
source; therefore we were obliged to hire money to meet the 
demand made upon us. 

As will be observed, the bills for breaking roads, as shown by 
this report, amount to $1,037.83, against $134.53 reported last 
year, with only a slight decrease in other expenses, as shown by 
the report of. corresponding bills last year. Notwithstanding 
this large drain upon the treasury, we are enabled to report a 
surplus of $329.91 in favor of the town. Thus it would seem 
' that our steadily increasing income derived from savings-banks, 
‘railroads, and other sources is sufficient to meet all necessary 
town charges, and enable us to add to our surplus from three to 
five hundred dollars every year. 

In our report of receipts and expenditures for running the 
road machine, it will be seen that we were obliged to draw upon 
the treasury for enough to make the receipts equal to the ex- 
penditures. The action upon this matter of raising money to 
run the road machine with, left it so uncertain what amount of 
money could be collected that your selectmen had to labor un- 
der many disadvantages; yet we feel confident the people will 
agree with us in saying that more work was done and better 
roads made for the sum expended than could have been done 
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without the road machine for double the money. ‘Therefore we 
hope the town will raise, or cause to be collected in money, a 
certain per cent. of the highway tax, and use the same to pay 
expense of running the road machine. Then the selectmen or 
agent will know just what can be done with the machine, and 
not be obliged to run it on uncertainties or promises.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting our annual school report for the year ending 
March, 1, 1888, to the citizens of Henniker school-district, we 
do not propose to depart materially from the course pursued by 
the board one year ago. We believe, as a whole, our teachers. 
have done faithful, efficient, and conscientious school work, 
and that to attempt to criticise their work or methods sepa- 
rately, or by contrasting one with another, can only serve a 
good purpose when great faults are to be noted; but, owing to 
the absence of such faults, individual notice is only a waste of 
words. Our aim and purpose have been to secure the services 
of experienced and successful teachers so far as practicable, 
and to retain none whose services we did not consider beneficial. 
With such a difference of temperament and method of work, 
it cannot be expected that all will succeed equally well; but that 
all have worked faithfully we have no reason to doubt. We 
submit, however, that those teachers possessed with love for 
their pupils and the work in which they are engaged, combined 
with a moderate degree of vim and energy, usually attain the 
higher standard, while those of a mild and indolent nature will 
soon find that their services are not required. We are happy 
to say we have had none of the latter class the past year. 
Thirteen different teachers have been employed for the twenty- 
one terms of school during the year. Six of these are veterans 
in the school-room, four hawe had less experience, while three 
were new at the business. 


DEPORTMENT. 


There have been very few cases of resistance to the wholesome 
laws of the several teachers, or the published regulations of the 
school board, during the year. We regret to say that a very 
few of the older scholars have been wanting in courteous de- 
portment. Discipline in school embraces not only the means to 
secure correct behavior, but by all available means to secure a 
good amount of knowledge of the right kind, and its conversion 
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into wisdom. Each and every pupil should seek these virtues. 
as a foundation of habit and character. Idleness, whispering, 
lewd and indecent language, and all manner of rudeness toward 
each other should be abandoned, and in their place should be 
practised the nobler habits of diligent study, quietness in and 
about the school-room, correct and honorable conversation at 
all times, in school and out, kindness toward all, truth always. 
These are the attributes of which ladies and gentlemen are 
made, who are in the near future to sustain and strengthen the 
foundations of our civilization and government. How can this 
be accomplished? In one way only, and that through the 
perfect codperation of parents and teachers. No parents. 
having a proper interest in the welfare of their children will 
allow any small matter to interfere with the teacher’s govern- 
ment. Never, under any circumstances, condemn your teach- 
er’s regulations in the hearing of your children. Whenever 
you have good reason to believe that an evil exists, go to your 
teacher in confidence and kindness and ask an explanation of 
her; and if the result is not then satisfactory, make your 
charge to the school board, but never criticise the evil with,your 
children or your neighbors. Remember, your teacher holds a 
position between parents and school board on the one side, and 
pupils on the other, which renders her situation sometimes ex- 
tremely hard. Is it strange that under such circumstances she 
should sometimes err? Every conscientious teacher feels this 
situation, sometimes very keenly, too; and when parents realize 
it as teachers do, they will have more sympathy and less harsh 
criticism to bestow upon them. 


GRADING. 


In regard to the grading of the village schools, we are now 
more strongly impressed than ever before that what little has 
been done is both satisfactory and highly beneficial to the pupils 
of both grades; also, that at an early day the work should be 
carried further, and a school of a higher grade established.
